ROBERT  GORDON  PERFECT 

(1911  -  1982) 

Robert  Gordon  Perfect  lived  in  Hampton  Falls  most 
of  his  life,  first  coming  here  at  the  age  of  fourteen. 

He  married  a  home-town  girl,  Lois  Brown,  and 
except  for  living  and  working  for  awhile  in  Connecticut, 
they  lived  in  Hampton  Falls  and  raised  their  family  of  four 
children  here. 

Gordon  served  in  the  Army  during  World  War  II  as  a 
Lt.  Colonel  in  the  General  Staff  Corps. 

He  became  an  antique  car  buff  and  his  collection  of 
cars  was  a  great  source  of  pleasure  and  pride  to  him.  He 
had  a  real  feeling  for  the  past  and  in  1968  he  and  Lois  had 
the  old,  abandoned  Seabrook  Quaker  Meeting  House, 
built  in  1701,  moved  from  its  location  on  Mill  Lane  to  a 
new  location  on  Brown  Road  where  it  was  completely 
renovated  and  restored  to  serve  as  their  charming  home. 

His  service  to  the  town  included  serving  as  Road 
Agent  in  1946;  being  a  member  of  the  original  Hampton 
Falls  Planning  Board  in  1947;  being  a  member  of  the 
Lincoln  Akerman  School  Board  from  1948  to  1959, 
during  the  time  the  original  building  was  built;  serving  as 
Selectman  for  three  years  beginning  in  1953  and  also 
serving  as  Town  Moderator  in  1958  and  1959. 

Gordon's  energy  and  pride  in  the  Town  of  Hampton 
Falls  were  evident  throughout  his  many  years  in  service 
to  it.  He  loved  the  town,  admired  its  traditions  and  fought 
for  that  which  he  believed.

March  9,  1982 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  10:00  a.m.  by  Moderator 
Richard  Bohm.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given  by  those 
assembled.  The  ballots  were  unsealed  and  the  Selectmen 
began  the  counting  to  ascertain  the  number  of  ballots  to  be 
available.  The  Moderator  proceeded  to  read  the  Town  and 
School  Warrant.  Ballots  were  distributed  to  the  ballot  clerks 
and  the  polls  were  declared  open  by  the  Moderator  at  10:09 
a.m.  Following  the  reading  of  the  Warrants  Frank  Ferreira 
made  a  motion  that  the  business  meeting  be  postponed  until 
Friday,  March  12  at  7:00  p.m.  at  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School. 
Seconded  by  Robert  Woodes.  The  motion  carried. 

The  Moderator  made  the  announcement  that  the 
absentee  ballots  would  be  opened  at  3:15  p.m. 

The  Selectmen  determined  that  there  were  800  special 
article  ballots  and  801  official  ballots. 

Voting  was  carried  out  during  the  day  and  at  8:00  p.m.  the 
Moderator  called  if  all  those  who  desired  to  vote  had  done  so 
and  declared  the  polls  closed  at  8:00  p.m. 

The  official  vote  cast  was  212  which  included  2  absentee 
ballots.

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1982  TOWN  MEETING  MINUTES 

The  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Hampton  Falls  Town  Meet- 
ing, 1982,  was  opened  by  the  Moderator  Richard  Bohm  at  7:00 
p.m.  at  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was 
given  and  the  results  of  the  election  on  Tuesday,  March  9,  were 
read  by  the  Moderator.  He  then  made  the  following  rules: 

1.  Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the  budget  or  in  the  warrant 
is  finished,  no  further  action  may  be  taken  on  it  with  the 
exception  of  one  reconsideration  in  case  of  error  or  mis- 
understanding. 

2.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  2  amendments  to  any  article  or 
any  motion  or  part  of  a  specific  article. 

3.  Any  lengthy  motion  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Modera- 
tor in  writing. 

4.  The  chair  will  recognize  first  a  sponsor  of  any  article  or 
item  in  the  warrant. 

He  also  ruled  that  all  questions  and  comments  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  would  go  through  the  Moderator.  The 
budget  was  then  gone  over  item  by  item  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  1  -  Budget 

William  Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $17,000  for  Town  Officers  Salary. 
Seconded  by  Jerome  Healey.  Passed.

Seconded 
by  Harrison  Biggi.  Passed. 

Harrison  Biggi  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,500  for  Election  and  registration  Expenses. 
Seconded  by  Jerome  Healey.  Passed. 

William  Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $2,000  for  Cemeteries.  Seconded  by  Harrison 
Biggi.  When  questioned  by  Marie  Janvrin  about  the  increase, 
the  Board  answered  that  they  intended  to  have  some  trees  cut 
down  on  the  new  cemetery  land.  Passed. 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $7,000  for  Town  Hall.  Seconded  by  Harrison 
Biggi.  The  increase  was  attributed  to  the  rising  cost  of  heating 
and  electricity  and  for  the  expense  of  doing  some  painting  of 
the  front  porch.  Passed.

Harrison  Biggi  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  for  the  Care  of  Town  Clock.  Seconded  by 
Jerome  Healey.  Passed. 

William  Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $2,500  for  Planning  and  Zoning.  Seconded  by 
Jerome  Healey.  Robert  Batchelder  moved  to  amend  the  sum 
to  $1,500.

Gordon  Perfect  felt 
that  specific  plans  for  road  work  should  be  spelled  out  by  the 
Road  Agent.  Harrison  Biggi  said  that  after  the  snow  went  they 
would  determine  which  roads  needed  sanding  and  oiling. 
Richard  Merrill,  Road  Agent,  cited  the  possibility  of  recon- 
structing Drinkwater  Road  from  the  four  corners  to  the  bot- 
tom of  Boynton's  Hill.

William  Marston  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  sell  the  Town-owned  chipper  and  the  incin- 
erator in  accordance  with  competitive  bidding  procedures. 
Seconded  by  Jerome  Healey.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  13  -  Police  Cruiser 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,000  to  purchase  a  new  police 
cruiser.  Seconded  by  Andrew  Christie.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  14  -  Recycling  Center  Renovation 

Harrison  Biggi  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $14,000  to  renovate  the  Recycling 
Center.  Seconded  by  William  Marston.  Upon  questioning  the 
Selectmen  said  that  they  wished  to  renovate  the  center  in 
order  for  it  to  be  uised  as  a  highway  department  building 
making  it  easier  for  the  Road  agent  to  get  the  large  truck  and 
plows  in  under  the  weather  when  they  needed  repair.  Felt  the 
building  was  sitting  idle  and  deteriorating  and  that  since  the 
town  had  as  money  invested  in  the  building  should  further 
renovate  it  and  put  it  to  good  use.  Passed. 
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ARTICLE  15  -  Hill  and  Sheds 

William  Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $9,000  for  partial  removal  of  the  hill  at  the  rear 
of  the  Town  Hall  and  complete  removal  of  the  sheds. 
Seconded  by  Francis  Ferreira.  Gordon  Janvrin  asked  if  there 
would  then  be  a  parking  area.  Mr.  Biggi  replied  that  they 
hoped  to  have  parking  for  60  cars  or  more  after  the  hill  was 
removed.  The  motion  was  passed. 

Andrew  Drakides  made  a  motion  that  the  meeting  recess 
for  ten  minutes  and  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Francis 
Ferreira.  The  motion  was  passed. 

The  meeting  was  called  back  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at 
8:45  p.m. 

ARTICLE  16  -  Maple  Trees 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  in  order  to  purchase  twelve 
Norway  Maples  for  the  Town  Common.  Seconded  by  Marie 
Janvrin.  A  statement  was  read  by  Genevra  Hobbs  in  which 
she  favored  the  $3,000  being  voted  but  questioned  the  choice 
of  Norway  Maples  as  the  best  type  of  tree  to  be  planted  on  the 
Common.  After  considerable  discussion  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  17  -  Library  Insulation 

Lois  Perfect  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500  to  insulate  the  library  ceiling  and 
install  a  gable  and  louver  and  side  vents.  Seconded  by  Jeanie 
Edgerly.  Newell  Eaton  suggested  that  ceiling  fans  be  installed 
to  move  the  warm  air  downward.  The  motion  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  18  -  Town  Road  Aid 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $403.42  for  Town  Road  Aid;  the  State 
top  contribute  $2,689.45.  Seconded  by  Harrison  Biggi. 

ARTICLE  19  -  Legalize  Library  Trustees  Actions 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  ratify  and 
confirm  and  otherwise  legalize  the  actions  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Hampton  Falls  Free  Library  which  actions  have  been  taken 
at  any  time  prior  to  March  12, 1982.  (Recommended  by  Town 
Counsel  as  per  letter  dated  February  4,  1982.)  Seconded  by 
Harrison  Biggi.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  20  -  Deeded  Land 
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Lois  Perfect  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  list  and  sell  by  sealed  bids  all  properties  acquired 
by  the  town  at  Tax  Sales.  Seconded  by  Jeane  Edgerly.  The 
motion  did  not  carry  on  a  vote  of  24  yes  to  28  no. 

ARTICLE  21  -  Seacoast  regional  Counseling  Center, 
Inc. 

Harrison  Biggi  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  Seacoast  Regional  Coun- 
seling Center,  Inc.  Seconded  by  Jerome  Healey.  The  motion 
did  not  carry. 

ARTICLE  22  -  Revenue  Sharing 

William  Marston  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  appropriate 
and  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assist- 
ance Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropri- 
ations for  the  following  specific  purposes  and  in  amounts 
herewith  or  take  any  other  action  hereon:

General  Highway  -  Repaving  $10,000 

ARTICLE  23  -  Federal  State  and  Local  Grants-in-aide 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  and  spend 
in  the  name  of  the  Town,  such  advances,  grants-in-aide,  or 
other  funds  for  Town  purposes  as  may  now,  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  Federal,  State  and  local  and  private  agencies 
that  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  town.  Seconded  by  Harrison 
Biggi.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  24  -  Borrow  Money 

Harrison  Biggi  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  give  the 
Selectmen  authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Seconded  by  William  Marston.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  25  -  Other  Business 

Francis  Ferreira  moved  that  the  meeting  when  dissolved 
be  done  in  the  memory  of  John  David  Fogg.  Seconded  by 
Betty  Merrill.  Passed. 

Richard  Buckingham  called  for  an  update  on  the  status  of 
cable  television  in  the  town.  Mr.  Biggi  reported  that  Cablevi- 
sion  had  requested  that  the  franchise  be  renegotiated  but  that 
the  town  had  no  desire  to  do  so.  At  this  point  the  work  as  the 
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original  contract  stands  should  be  finished  this  fall. 

Suzanne  Breiseth  nominated  Timothy  and  Ann  Marie 
Samway  as  Hog  Reevers  for  the  coming  year.  Seconded  by 
Jeffrey  Breiseth.  Russell  Merrill  called  for  the  nominations  to 
be  closed  and  the  Samways  were  elected  unanimously.  They 
were  given  the  oath  of  office  by  Town  Clerk  and  received  the 
badge  of  office. 

Francis  Ferreira  moved  that  the  meeting  be  closed. 
Seconded  by  Anne  Ferreira.  The  meeting  was  declared  closed 
by  the  Moderator  at  9:58  p.m.

Drafted  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Building 
Regulations  which  were  adopted  at  the  Town  Meeting,  March 
4,  1982; 

Appointed  a  Special  Sub-committee  to  study  Solid  Waste 
Disposal  Siting;  the  Sub-committee  presented  its  Report  in 
June  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 
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Worked  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  with  Counsel 
to  completely  overhaul  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  Building 
Regulations  and  Sub-division  Regulations;  the  recommended 
substantial  amendments  to  the  Sub-division  Regulations  were 
adopted  by  the  Board  on  October  6,  1982  and  those  to  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  the  Building  Regulations  by  the  voters

As  empowered  by  the  voters  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
on  November  3,  1982,  the  Board  drafted  Comprehensive  Site 
Plan  Review  Regulations  and  adopted  these  on  December  2, 
1982;  and,  accordingly 

Brought  the  Town's  ordinances  into  conformity  with 
changes  in  State  Statutes,  permitting  Hampton  Falls  to  qualify 
for  broader  benefits  under  the  Federal  Flood  Insurance 
Program,  and  better  addressing  changing  conditions  and 
perceived  problems  brought  on  by  the  Town's  growth;  this 
being  the  first  overhaul  updating  of  the  ordinances  since  the 
original  draftings  and  adoptions; 

Appointed  Member  Janice  Jassmond  to  represent  the 
Town  and  the  Board  with  the  Rockingham  Planning  Com- 
mission; she  attends  meetings  of  that  body  and  regularly 
reports  on  these  to  the  Board';  also  the  Board  maintains  a 
close  liaison  with  the  Office  of  State  Planning  and  has  received 
much  assistance  and  valuable  information  from  that  office. 

Reviewed  the  draft  prepared  by  the  Legislative  Planning 
and  Zoning  Study  Committee  of  the  Office  of  State  Planning 
for  the  recodification  of  all  land  use  Statutes,  and  forwarded  to 
that  Committee  our  commenta;  this  is  an  attempt  to  unify 
these  Statutes,  eliminating  gaps  and  inconsistencies  and  to 
provide  more  cohesive  organization  among  the  many 
Chapters;  the  Board  is  pleased  that  it  was  invited  to  participate 
in  this  worthy  project. 

The  Board  also  notes: 

The  invaluable  assistance  received  from  the  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission  in  the  supplying  of  valuable  information 
to  the  Sub-Committee  which  drafted  the  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations;  and  with  respect  to  the  typing  and  printing  in 
several  drafts  the  revised  ordinances  all  in  addition  to  furnishing 
other  valuable  information;  continued  membership  by  the 
Town  in  this  body  is  recommended; 
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Thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  adopting  a  five  (5) 
year  staggered  term  membership  format,  thereby  providing 
the  continuity  of  membership  desirable;  Board  membership 
stands  at  six,  with  one  alternative  member  vacant;  the  Board 
membership  is  to  be  particularly  commended  that,  during  the 
year  there  was  not  a  single  business  meeting  with  fewer  than 
five  members  sitting. 

The  Chairman  especially  commends  the  Board  for  its 
accomplishments,  the  dedication  shown  in  meeting  attendance, 
and  the  enthusiasm  and  competency  with  which  all  projects 
were  approached  and  completed;  whereas  this  board  was  not 
the  only  example  of  the  contributions  voluntary  bodies  can 
make  to  the  Town,  it  was  an  outstanding  example  thereof.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  REPORT 

The  year  1982  brought  prominence  to  the  Drunk  Driver 
all  over  the  Country.  People  were  appalled  at  the  havoc  and 
tragedy  caused  by  him  and  wanted  him  off  the  road.  He  is  the 
most  serious  motor  vehicle  violator  on  our  highways,  and 
locally  there  are  two  programs  designed  to  get  him  off  our 
roads.  We  have  worked  with  both  the  R.I.D.D.  program  and 
the  WOLFPACK  program,  with  good  results,  during  the  past 
year.  Our  arrests  for  drunken  driving  have  increased  almost 
100%  and  we  will  continue  to  improve.  In  the  same  vein  our 
court  cases,  mostly  motor  vehicle  violations  other  than  D.  W.I., 
have  increased  40%.  Along  with  our  increased  court  cases,  the 
related  paperwork  continues  to  grow  and  take  away  more 
patrol  time.  We  are  trying  to  solve  this  by  concentrating  the 
peak  periods  of  police  presence  based  on  our  activity  and  the 
complaints  that  we  receive. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  we  have  been  pleased  with  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  house  breaks  we  have  had.  Several 
things  helped  accomplish  this.  First,  your  neighbors  keeping 
an  eye  on  your  home  and  calling  if  something  is  wrong. 
Second,  over  25%  of  the  houses  in  Hampton  Falls  are  alarmed. 
Third,  the  patrol  we  do  in  what  is  felt  are  high  crime  periods. 
Lastly,  more  is  being  done  to  secure  homes  and  make  them 
look  lived  in  while  the  owner  is  away  and  letting  the  police 
know  so  we  may  check  these  homes  regularly. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  this 
department,  the  Fire  Department,  State  Police,  Sheriff's 
Department,  and  especially  the  people  of  Hampton  Falls  who 
have  made  1982  a  good  year  for  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  ROCK- 
INGHAM PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning 
Commission  is  now  known  as  the  Rockingham  Planning 
Commission,  and,  as  usual,  has  had  a  busy  year. 

Assistance  was  given  to  the  Town  by  reviewing  amend- 
ments on  its  zoning  ordinance,  reviewing  the  path  of  power 
lines,  for  impact  on  town  cultural  resources,  retyping  and 
reproduction  of  town  land  use  controls  and  responding  to 
requests  for  information  from  Planning  Board  members, 
including  information  on  alternates  and  terms  of  office. 

Other  services  were  rendered  in  the  areas  of  historic 
preservation,  transportation  planning,  hazardous  materials 
management,  solid  waste  management,  etc. 

Newsletters  were  published,  land  use  control  inventories 
were  updated,  town  forest  inventories  and  joint  purchasing 
were  initiated.  Three  regional  meetings  for  Conservation 
Commissions  were  held,  and  the  1982  N.H.  Municipal  Associ- 
ation Law  Lecture  Series  was  hosted. 

For  the  most  part,  much  of  the  Commission's  work  is 
supported  by  various  federal  grants,  with  smaller  contribu- 
tions by  the  state  and  member  towns.  Since  1971,  we  have 
been  able  to  keep  local  payments  at  a  per  capita  rate  of  60 
cents.  However,  because  of  the  severe  cutbacks,  we  have 
been  asked  to  pay  70  cents  per  capita  for  1983-84,  totaling 
$947.80.  We  do  hope  you  will  again  find  the  Commission's 
expertise  to  be  a  worthwhile  investment. 

Commission  meetings  are  held  every  other  month  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  7:30  PM  on  a  rotating  basis 
in  the  member  towns.  We  invite  all  citizens  to  attend,  and  will 
be  glad  to  give  the  dates  and  locations  of  the  meetings.  We 
welcome  your  inquiries  about  our  work.  All  complaints  may  be 
registered  with  Ms.  Jassmond.

Of  these  calls,  181  were  made  free  of  charge  or  at  a 
reduced  fee.  It  remains  the  policy  of  the  agency  that  no  one  is 
refused  service  because  of  inability  to  pay.  Fees  are  scaled  or 
care  is  provided  on  a  no  charge  basis  when  necessary. 

Currently  12  children  are  enrolled  in  our  Well  Child 
Clinics  which  are  held  twice  a  month  to  serve  children  from 
birth  to  six  (6)  years  from  families  who  meet  federal  income 
guidelines  (O.M.B.).  Dental  Clinics  (staffed  by  Dental  Hygienists 
from  the  state)  are  held  twice  a  year  for  these  children  ages  3  to 
6  years. 

Our  staff  consists  of  six  (6)  full  time  Registered  Nurses, 
three  (3)  part  time  Registered  Nurses,  a  Physical  Therapist,  a 
Home  Health  Aide,  a  Speech  Therapist,  a  bookkeeper,  and  a 
secretary.  Additional  Home  Health  Aides  are  available,  under 
contract  from  the  Area  Homemaker  Home  Health  Aide 
Agency  when  the  need  arises. 

As  well  as  holding  Blood  Pressure  Clinics,  we  encourage 
people  to  come  to  our  office  to  discuss  diet,  health  problems, 
medication  counselling  and  to  have  their  blood  pressure 
monitered. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  voted  for  no  increase  in  town 
appropriations  this  year  and  base  our  request  on  last  year's 
population  figures  of  1,376  at  $1.35  per  capita.

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HAMPTON  FALLS  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 
COMMISSION 

In  1982,  the  four-town  cooperative  mosquito  control 
district  made  up  of  Exeter,  Hampton  Falls,  Newfields,  and 
Stratham,  became  the  first  district  in  the  east  coast  to  use  an 
all-terrain  vehicle  (ATV)  to  simplify  spraying  in  the  swamps 
and  help  hold  down  the  cost  of  the  programs.  The  eight- 
wheeled  machine,  which  can  travel  in  mud,  water,  or  on  solid 
ground,  was  purchased  by  the  Town  of  Stratham,  and  was 
used  in  1982  to  help  disperse  a  biological  control  agent  on  the 
districts'  extensive  salt  marsh  acreage  which  produces  mos- 
quitoes so  abundantly  .  The  ATV,  which  is  rented  out  by 
Stratham  to  the  other  towns  in  the  district  will  have  completely 
paid  for  itself  by  the  end  of  the  1983  season  due  to  the  labor  it 
saves  and  is  expected  to  go  on  saving  the  town's  money  for 
many  years  to  come.  The  biological  control  agent  (a  bacteria) 
is  preferred  over  chemical  insecticides  because  its  effects  are 
specific  to  mosquito  larvae. 

Surveying  and  larviciding  (killing  mosquitoes  as  larvae) 
around  neighborhoods  and  recreational  areas  from  March 
through  August  also  helps  reduce  mosquito  annoyance  which 
is  caused  by  fresh  water  species  with  a  limited  flight  range.  We 
were  able  to  locate  and  treat  many  additional  sites  throughout 
the  district  in  1982  because  we  were  able  to  re-distribute  some 
of  the  labor  funds  saved  by  the  new  machine.  Keeping  up  with 
these  treatments  was  a  challenge  last  summer  because  of  the 
unusually  heavy  rainfall  which  we  received.  Extensive  rains 
can  cause  additional  flooding  on  the  saltmarsh  as  well  as 
freshwater  sites  and  increase  mosquito  production. 

Mosquito  annoyance  in  late  July  and  August  can  be 
caused  by  rain-filled  tires,  pails,  treeholes  and  birdbaths  in  your 
own  backyard.  These  objects  act  as  ideal  breeding  habitats  for 
species  of  mosquito  noted  for  its  painful  bite  which  may  utilize 
these  containers  to  produce  up  to  seven  thousand  (7,000) 
larvae  per  square  foot  of  surface  water.  This  problem  can  be 
solved  easily  by  occasionally  changing  the  water  in  birdbaths 
during  this  period  or  by  removing,  filling,  or  overturning  tires, 
treeholes  and  pails.  We  need  everybody's  cooperation  to  help 
combat  mosquitoes  and  we  are  sure  your  neighbors  will 
appreciate  your  efforts.  If  you  are  unable  to  remove  old  tires 
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from  around  your  home,  give  us  a  call  at  778-0591  ext.  139,  and 
we  may  be  able  to  assist  you.

Request  for  Inclusion  in  the  1983  Budget 

for  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  budget  the  sum  of  $120.00  to  assist 
Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services,  a  private,  non-profit 
organization.  The  amount  of  this  request  is  based  on  services 
rendered  to  6  residents  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  during 
the  period  June  1,  1981  to  June  30,  1982,  inclusive.  These 
residents  used  $320.00  worth  of  services,  however,  only 
$200.00  could  be  billed  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  We 
therefore  request  a  deficit  payment  from  the  Town,  in  this 
instance  being  $120.00.  These  funds  to  be  used  for  current 
operating  expenses  to  enable  Rockingham  Child  and  Family 
Services  to  continue  providing  individual  and  family  counseling 
for  residents  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  whether  or  not  said 
residents  are  able  to  pay. 

NOTE:  It  is  stated  in  our  information  that  we  are  asking 
for  the  Match  Payment.  In  Hampton  Falls,  to  be  as  fair  as 
possible,  we  are  asking  only  for  the  deficit  amount.  If  we  asked 
for  the  Match  Payment,  this  amount  would  exceed  what  our 
services  were  worth  in  the  town  of  Hampton  Falls. 

Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services  is  a  private,  non- 
profit agency  with  programs  to  promote  and  preserve  whole- 
some family  life.  We  are  a  social  work  agency  offering  counsel- 
ing services  to  families,  individuals,  and  groups  concerning 
family  problems. 

Since  the  Agency's  birth  in  January  1976,  it  has  served 
over  4,504  area  residents  and  provided  over  13,210  hours  of 
professional,  confidential  counseling  services.  We  have  a  pro- 
fessional staff,  with  graduate  degrees  in  the  relevant  fields  and 
many  years  of  working  experience. 

We  have  Dr.  Rowen  Hochstedler,  a  practicing  psychia- 
trist from  Newburyport,  Massachusetts,  as  a  consultant  to  our 
staff.  We  maintain  professional  communication  with  the  Exe- 
ter Clinic,  Doctors  in  Private  Practice,  Juvenile  Departments, 
Probation  Departments,  School  Guidance  Departments,  and 
many  other  professionals  to  further  broaden  our  capacity. 
Because  we  are  a  private  agency,  we  are  able  to  maintain  a 
confidentiality  of  records. 
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We  have  a  contract  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Welfare  under  Title  XX.  This  program,  entitled 
Individual  and  Family  support,  addresses  the  problem  of  child 
abuse,  neglect,  and  exploitation.  Each  year  hundreds  of  sus- 
pected cases  of  abuse,  neglect,  and  exploitation  are  reported 
to  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Welfare.  Once  these 
reports  are  determined  substantiated  cases,  the  families  must 
then  be  helped  to  modify  their  behavior  and  begin  to  function 
in  constructive,  wholesome  ways.  The  ultimate  goal  is  to 
enable  children  to  remain  in  or  return  to  their  homes  without 
experiencing  the  turmoil  to  which  they  have  been  or  could  be 
exposed. 

We  have  appealed  to  the  County  for  funds  to  the  extent  of 
$15,000.  This  sum  is  to  applied  generally  as  a  match  towards  a 
contract  with  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Welfare  for 
services  rendered  to  them.  No  one  served  under  this  program 
is  included  in  our  request  to  the  Town. 

The  following  information  should  be  clearly  understood  as 
these  facts  are  specific  to  this  year's  request  for  funds. 

1.  We  are  asking  minimum  support  from  23  towns,  based 
on  the  actual  number  of  service  hours  given  to  the  residents  of 
each  individual  town. 

2.  Our  request  is  based  on  a  twelve  month  period,  July  1, 
1981  through  June  30,  1982  inclusive,  our  fiscal  year.  NOTE: 
We  are  not  approximating  services  which  the  residents  of  your 
town  may  use  in  the  future,  but  rather  we  are  asking  your 
contribution  of  a  designated  amount  resulting  from  services 
already  rendered.  These  funds  will  then  be  used  to  enable  us 
to  continue  to  provide  our  services. 

3.  During  fiscal  year.1981-1982  our  sliding  fee  scale  ranged 
from  $5.00  to  $40.00  per  hour,  per  unit  of  counseling  service. 
We  serve  anyone  in  the  County  who  requests  help. 

4.  In  determining  the  figure  requested  from  each  town,  we 
first  computed  the  total  value  of  services  rendered  to  the 
residents  of  each  town.  Then,  subtracting  from  the  total  value 
figure  the  total  amount  we  are  able  to  bill  said  residents  accord- 
ing to  the  ability  to  pay,  we  arrived  at  a  deficit  figure.  In  an 
effort  to  make  our  request  just  as  equitable  as  possible,  we  are 
asking  for  the  amount  billed  the  residents. 

5.  We  are  asking  you  to  help  with  the  cost  of  services 
provided  to  the  residents  of  your  town  who  have  all  contrib- 
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uted  something,  but  who  were  unable  to  pay  full  fees  for  our 
services.  We  are  not  asking  that  you  absorb  total  cost  of 
services  for  residents  who  have  paid  nothing,  nor  are  we 
requesting  assistance  for  individuals  who  have  paid  full  fees. 
6.  Finally,  it  should  be  recognized  that  many  adults  and 
children  would  have  experienced  even  greater  emotional 
trauma,  had  they  not  had  the  benefit  of  our  services.  Without 
these  servicwes  the  cost  undoubtedly  would  be  more  through 
welfare  and  other  areas  of  town  responsibility.  The  dollars 
given  to  our  agency  provide  that  needed  place  for  a  local  family 
to  turn  to  in  their  moment  of  crisis.

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MINUTES  -  HAMPTON  FALLS  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

March  4,  1982 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Richard 
Bohm  at  7:30  p.m.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given  by  those 
assembled.  The  warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator  and  he, 
then,  made  the  following  rulings: 

1.  Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the  budget  or  in  the  warrant 
is  finished,  no  further  action  may  be  taken  on  it  with  the 
exception  of  one  reconsideration  in  case  of  error  or 
misunderstanding. 

2.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  2  amendments  to  any  article  or 
any  motion  or  part  of  a  specific  article. 

3.  Any  lengthy  motion  shall  be  submittted  to  the 
Moderator  in  writing. 

4.  The  chair  will  recognize  first  a  sponsor  of  any  article  or 
item  in  the  warrant. 

He  also  ruled  that  anyone  wishing  to  speak  to  the  School 
Board  should  do  so  through  the  Moderator. 

Andrew  Drakides  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  allow 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  his  staff,  and  the  Principal  of 
the  Lincoln  Akerman  School  to  speak  or  answer  questions 
during  this  meeting.  Seconded  by  Charlyn  Brown.  Carried. 

The  budget  was  then  gone  over  item  by  item.  Some 
questions  were  raised  by  various  people  in  attendance  with 
regard  to  several  of  the  items.  Barbara  Carlson  said  that  she 
felt  that  parents  should  bear  the  cost  of  psychological 
counseling  when  a  child  needs  it.  She  felt  that  the  time  had 
come  when  taxpayers  had  to  take  a  stand  and  tell  the  state 
they  had  had  enough.  Mr.  Kinsman  of  the  Board  said  the  hue 
and  cry  had  to  be  state-wide.  The  Board  had  no  control  over 
state-mandated  laws.  The  Board  explained  that  the  increase  in 
educational  media  covered  new  tapes  for  the  library,  files  and 
book  repairs,  an  increase  in  cost  of  publications,  new  wall 
maps  for  Grade  5  and  film  strips.  Under  insurance  the  figure 
was  changed  to  total  $17,606.  The  building  is  insured  for 
$1,200,000  and  the  contents  at  $200,000. 

Some  lengthy  discussion  was  held  with  regard  to  the 
lunch  room  program.  Russell  Merrill,  Jr.  wanted  to  go  on 
record  insisting  that   the   lunch  program  should  be  self- 
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sufficient.  Lynn  Hodges  felt  that  the  school  was  getting  a 
bargain  in  having  the  lunch  program  director  also  to  act  as 
cook  with  a  raise  of  only  $900  over  last  year.  She  felt  that  the 
solution  to  keeping  the  lunch  program  cost  down  was  not  to 
pay  the  person  who  kept  the  program  going  on  a  pittance.

Andrew  Drakides  made  a  motion  that  the  District  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $615,708.00  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  Officials  and  Agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  Statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  Seconded 
by  Charlyn  Brown.  The  motion  carried. 

Andrew  Drakides  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  accept 
the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers 
chosen  as  printed  in  the  School  District  report.  Charlyn  Brown 
made  the  second.  The  motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Francis  Ferreira  to  close  the 
meeting  and  it  was  seconded  by  Rodney  Vigneau.  The  motion 
carried.

Moderator.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  the  Hampton 
Falls  School  District.  Much  of  this  report  has  been  written  in 
conjunction  with  Principal  Richard  Sanborn  and  is  duly  and 
gratefully  acknowledged. 

I  am  becoming  increasingly  frustrated  by  pre-election 
rhetoric  of  politicians  that  promise  an  end  to  the  economic 
woes  of  our  Nation  and  our  State.  Somehow  it  never  comes 
across  that  to  solve  those  problems  means  that  we  must 
absorb  additional  costs  and  fewer  services  at  the  local  level. 

The  creation  of  the  Guidelines  for  the  Implementation  of 
New  Hampshire  Accountability  Plan  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  has  given  us  many  new  goals  and  objectives  for  the 
teaching  of  New  Hampshire  history  and  government.  We  have 
always  formally  taught  New  Hampshire  history  and 
government  at  the  fourth  grade  level,  with  students  in  grades 
five  through  eight  gaining  additional  aspects  in  social  studies 
and  the  enrichment  program.  Staff  members  at  Lincoln 
Akerman  School  have  been  examining  the  entire  social  studies 
curriculum,  including  history,  government,  geography, 
economics,  natural  resources,  politics,  heritage,  and 
important  persons  and  contributions  to  better  define  our 
objectives  in  this  area. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  computer  age  is  upon  us. 
Students  in  grades  one  through  eight  are  working  in  the  areas 
of  mathematics  and  language  arts  on  the  computer,  all 
students  are  taking  the  course  in  "computeronics,"  the 
"BASIC"  language  of  the  computer  (All-purpose  Symbolic 
Instruction  Code). 

Spelling,  phonics,  multiplication  tables,  algebra  problems 
and  other  subjects  are  everyday  occurrences  for  students  on 
the  computers  at  Lincoln  Akerman  School.  The  computer 
does  a  fine  job  in  helping  the  teacher  to  provide  individualized 
instruction  for  all  levels. 

At  the  same  time  our  program  of  instruction  is  being 
enhanced,  our  students  are  becoming  increasingly  acquainted 
with  a  tool  that  will  increasingly  become  a  part  of  their  lives. 

Writing  has  become  increasingly  formalized  at  Lincoln 
Akerman.  The  daily  writing  of  stories,  poems,  plays,  diaries, 
essay  questions  in  tests,  the  writing  books  from  all  grades,  and 
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the  Young  Author's  program  make  us  all  aware  that  children's 
writings  are  important  and  cherished  products.  They  are  the 
personal  result  of  the  experience  and  imagination  and,  as  such, 
should  be  regarded  as  most  valuable  and  creative.  No  greater 
gift  of  literacy  can  be  passed  on  to  a  child  than  the  desire  and 
the  ability  to  write. 

Students  at  Lincoln  Akerman  School,  Hampton  Falls,  are 
joining  students  from  communities  all  across  the  state  in  the 
Young  Author's  project  and  conference.  This  program  is 
sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Right  to  Read  Program,  the 
New  Hampshire  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program,  and  the 
Granite  State  Council  of  the  International  Reading  Associ- 
ation. 

To  be  a  Young  Author,  a  student  must  submit  at  school, 
an  original  book.  These  books,  called  manuscripts,  will  be 
judged  for  (1)  originality,  (2)  interest  to  children,  (3)  creativity, 
and  (4)  overall  quality  of  the  book.  There  are  a  set  of  guide- 
lines for  the  preparation  of  the  student  books.  The  books  will 
be  judged  in  late  March  and  at  least  one  student  will  be  selected 
to  have  his/her  book  submitted  to  the  state  level.  This  student 
and  his/her  parents  will  then  be  invited  to  an  end-of-the-school 
year  Young  Author's  conference. 

The  purpose  of  Young  Author's  conference  is:  (1)  to 
honor  children  and  their  writing,  (2)  to  encourage  children  to 
become  more  involved  with  writing,  (3)  to  help  children 
to  understand  and  value  the  writing  process,  (4)  to  foster  pride 
in  authorship,  and  (5)  to  encourage  more  reading  and  writing 
so  that  children  become  more  independent  readers,  writers, 
and  thinkers. 

This  report  is  merely  a  sampling  of  what  goes  on  in  your 
school.  You  are  always  welcome  to  visit  the  school  or  my  office 
to  learn  more  about  what  your  children  are  doing  and,  if  so 
presented  other  suggestions  as  to  how  we  can  improve  what 
we  are  doing. 

My  thanks  to  all  who  are  involved  in  the  education  of  the 
young  men  and  women  of  Hampton  Falls.
